Winnie On 
World Government 


Winston Churchill recently made a trip 
to Denmark, was cheered by massed thou- 
sands in the capital city of Copenhagen, and 
delivered a memorable speech. Most spec- 
tacular of his remarks was this: 

“The creation of an authoritative, all- 
powerful world order is the ultimate end to- 
wards which we must strive. Unless some 
effective world super-government.can be set 
up and brought quickly into action, the pros- 
pects for peace and human progress are dark 
and doubtful.” 

_ Like many, if not most Canadians, we’ve 


always had great respect for Mr. Churchill: 


and his views on any subject. In this speech, 
however, it seems to us he reached for some- 
thing pretty close to the moon. 

There are some 270,000,000 people in 
Europe this side of the Iron Curtain. If they 
could drop their tariff barriers and their 
age-old hatreds and get together in a close 
federation, their two worst problems would 
be well on the way toward solution. These 
problems are: poverty, and the threat of 
Communist Russia. 

Since the big wars habitually start in 
Europe, and have done so for centuries, a 
united Europe dedicated to peace, prosperity 
and self-defense would relieve the world of 
one of its worst war threats, 

With all due respect to Mr. Churchill, we 
think he’d better go back to working for a 
United States of Western Europe and forget 
about. a world super-government. That 
latter scheme looks impossible from any 
angle. There is some, though not too much, 
hope that a U.S.W.E. may one day be ham- 
mered together, if Churchill and like-minded 
Europeans will keep plugging away for it. 


The Search 


Once again the decency of the ordinary 

people of Alberta has been shown by the cur- 
rent search north of Edmonton for the five 
missing hunters who crashed in their aircraft 
somewhere in the wilds nearly three weeks 
ago. 
Deepest sympathy goes out to the fami- 
lies of these men, along with a prayer of 
hope that they may still be found, safe and 
alive. 
_ But the stirring, human part of the 
drama that has been unfolding these past 
weeks is that hundreds of busy people in 
towns all over northern Alberta dropped 
their work-a-day duties to join in the mass 
search for the missing men. 

In addition to the dozens of RCAF air- 
craft that spent day after day sweeping over 
the search area, cavalcades of men went up 
from Edmonton, joined by residents of the 
small northern towns, to carry on the search 
on the ground. 

Around Boyle especially, did this become 
evident. The people of that district went 
whole-heartedly into the search, and a vote 
of thanks goes out to them for their arduous 
work. To a lesser degree, the folks around 
Lac la Biche, actually miles from the prob- 
able scene of the accident, also went on the 
search, and the people around Whtiecourt 
started looking, too, and haven’t yet given 
up. 

In a world where nations of men seem to 
think little of starting bloody wars all over 
the globe, it is indeed re to see a 
great mass search in action, to see whole 
communities of men working to save their 
fellow men. 
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Second Class Mail

.There’s a popular song being beaten out over 
the juke boxes these days that has something to 
say about home cooking and a fellow who’s so far 
away from it that he doesn’t even get any mail. 

Well, we have one sure cure for the mail prob- 
lem . . . just get yourself firmly esconsed in some 
newspaper office and buddy, you'll get plenty of it. 

When I come to work each morning I find my 
desk piled practically to the ceiling with the 
stuff ( I manage to sneak 
‘in just after mailman), 
and it’s always my first 
job to sort through it all. 


Although a large por- 
tion of the mail is con- 
signed to the waste-bas- 
ket in short order, there 


is some of its that’s 
pretty interesting. 

The mail can be just 
about classified in four 
categories; news copy 

Raymond Argyle from our hundred-odd 
country correspondents, publicity releases from in- 
dividuals, companies and governments, crack-pot 
literature from fanatics with cure-alls, and fact 
material such as books, pamphlets, news letters 
and papers from all over the country. 

The publicity releases don’t take long to scan 
through, and most of them don‘t get any closer 
to appearing in print than do the scraps in my 
waste-basket, as press releases seem to be written 
without the least regard for what constitutes news. 

Some, however, are a fine source of real news 
and they’re edited accordingly and sent through for 
immediate publication. 

Next is the crack-pot literature . .. like the 
expensive looking pamphlets that came yesterday 
expounding the theory that the only way to avert 
another World War is to outlaw meat-eating! 

What I call the fact material is most interest- 
ing. Included in this category, of course, are 
copies of papers from all over the country with 
which we exchange subscriptions, but I always put 
those aside to read later. 

Free books, pamphlets, and news letters are 
items I always like to get. 

When these come in, we always try to carry a 
short story mentioning them, with just a brief out- 
line of the nature of the material. 

There's some pretty good stuff in the news let- 
ters. The banks, especially, send out worth-while 
material. I'm thinking particularly of the Bank 
of Montreal and the Royal Bank. 

For instance, there’s one on my desk from the 
Royal Bank devoted mostly to the simple subject 
of ‘Criticism’. Might sound dull at first, but criti- 
cism is a thing that can do a lot of harm and hurt 
plenty of people. I think I learned something on 
reading the part about how to criticize ... and 
how to take criticism. 

Then, of course, there’s always the really valu- 
able pamphlets from banks and governments on the 
state of affairs in this Canada of ours. Want to 
find out how we're really doing? Just look over 
a few of these regularly; they give you the low- 
down on jobs, prices and the state of our welfare 
in general. 

And for the people who live on farms, the pro- 
vincial and federal governments issue some really 
valuable booklets of farm interest. 

So there you have it. Ever get lonely for want 
of mail? Just come around and see us some time 

. . We'll fix you up with an armful to take home!

sion in Edmonton this week.

General secretary of the Al- 
berta Teachers’ Association, Eric 
C. Ansley, addressed the opening 
session, followed by the minister 
of education, Hon. Ivan Casey. 


Feature speaker at Monday’s 
afternoon’s session was Dr. F. G. 
Buchanan, Calgary, superintend- 
ent of schools. 


In his address he stressed that 
the aim of education should be 
the total benefit of the individual 
pupil, and added that no pupil 
should be kept in one grade more 
than two years.

Dr. Buchanan said that of 100 
students entering first grade, 
only 22 complete high school, and 
only three finish university.

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Rabies, An Incurable Disease 
Rampant On This Continent

Rabies, one of the most terrible diseases in the world, is 


rampant on this continent. 

“During the five year period 
between 1940 and 1945, 45,235 
cases were reported in the United 
States, 90 per cent affecting dogs. 
Contamination by rabid animals 
jeopardized 150,000 human lives.” 
Most of the infected ones were 
saved from developing hydro- 
phobia by the Pasteur treatment. 
This is painful, takes time, and is 
not only expensive, but lays the 
patient open to very dangerous 
copmlications at times. 

We have well organized boards 
of health, yet we have permitted 
a dangerous situation to develop. 

England wiped out rabies and 
we can do the same. The shock- 
ing and disgraceful condition that 
exists in our country is due to 
negligence. PF 

The saliva of an infected ani- 
mal contains a full dose of the 
tact with an open wound, the per- 
poison. If this comes into con- 
son develop rabies. 

Of course, our protection from 
the development of the dread 
disease is the Pasteur treatment. 
This involves a series of injec- 
tions of antirabies vaccine. It is 
not 100 per cent effective. Some- 
times after the treatment there 
is an aftermath of unpleasant ef- 
fects. 

Real danger arises if the in- 
jections are followed by paraly- 
sis. Usually this is of a tem- 
porary nature, but sometimes it 
may persist and end fatally.

Occasionally in 
spite of them, rabies will develop.

Not a single case of 
rabies has been reported in 
Great Britain for about 27 years. 
The terrible sight of a mad dog 
running wild is cAmpletely un- 
known in the British Isles. There 
no human beings will die from 
being bitten by a mad dog. 

Many years ago the British de- 
vised a method to eliminate ra- 
bies. They have stuck to their 
guns in spite of all sorts of oppo- 
sition. 

The poor victim of rabies suf- 
fers extreme pain and thirst, but 
when he attempts to drink he is 
thrown into the most violent con- 
vulsions. He almost suffocates 
and writhes in agony. His eyes 
bulge and death evades him for 
several days while he suffers un- 
utterable torture.. Rabies is in- 
curable once it is developed, and 
no power on earth can heal it.

With so many husbands, sons 
and brothers bringing in game 
birds these days, the method of 
preparing the birds for the table 
is a good topic of conversation. 

The best way to pick the birds 
is to have hubby do it, but if this 
method fails, dry pick them, then 
plunge into boiling water, skin, 
draw and wipe carefully. When 
there are a number of birds. try 
to pick out the youngest ones for 
immediate use. The wing and leg 
bones of a young bird will break 
very easily in your fingers. 

I find that ducks and geese are 
quite oily so I wash them with 
warm water and soap, inside and 
out, then rinse well. Some house- 
wives prefer to wash them with 
warm water and baking soda. If 
you are not roasting the birds at 
once, peel a lemon arid leave it 
inside the bird. This helps to re- 
move the wild taste. 

If you think that the game birds 
are old, it is best to parboil them 
before roasting. Wild ducks have 
an objectionable flavor caused by 
the oil in the skifi. Why not skin 
the ducks, spread with butter and 
dredge thickly with flour, and 
cook in a very hot oven? 

The cook books tell us that the 
general rule concerning game 
birds is that dark meated game 
may be eaten fairly rare, whereas 
white meated game should be 
well done. In my kitchen the game 
birds are all well roasted because 
we do not care for rare meat of 
any kind. 

Just in case your favorite hunter 
comes back with no game, a nice 
roasted chicken is sure to: please.

CANADA'S PROTEIN GRADING 
RECOGNIZED AS EXCELLENT 


A full account of research on protein grading being under- 
taken by the Board of Grain Commissioners Laboratory was 
presented by Dr. J. A. Anderson, Chief Chemist of the Board, 
at a meeting of the committee on Western Grain Standards 


held in Winnipeg recently. 
The Board’s Grain Research La- 
boratory has been investigating 
the possibilities of protein grad- 
Records 
have been kept of the protein con- 


ing for seVeral years. 


tent, bushel weight, grade and 
shipping point of every 20th car 
in each of the statutory grades. 


Dr. Anderson pointed out that 
there are two main proposals for 
taking account of nrotein content 
in marketing wheat. 

The first of these is used in 
the United Siates. It involves 
grading systems almost identical 
with the Canadian system. Pro- 
tein content is not a factor in 
these American grades. In cer- 
tain markets, after the wheat has 
been graded, it. is sold on sample 
and premiums may or may not 
be paid for protein levels above 
the average. It is misleading to 
call this protein grading. It is 
better to call it a sample market 
with protein premiums. 

The Board of Grain Commis- 
sioners Laboratory has analyzed 
what can be called the “tradition- 
al” proposal for protein grading. 
This involves setting minimum 
levels for nrotein content of each 
grade, just as is done for bushel

weight, maturity, ete. It was sug- 
gested that minimum levels of 
12.5 per cent, 11.5 per cent, and 
10.5 per cent protein might be 
set for Grades 1, 2 and 3 North- 
ern respectively. 

This procedure simply intro- 
duces another de-grading factor. 
No farmer gains a grade because 
his wheat is high in protein con- 
tent. But over 5 per cent of farm- 
ers would lose one to two grades 
because of low protein content. 
Some improvement in the uni- 
formity of No. 1 Northern would 
occur at the expense of Nos. 3 
and 4 Northern. 

Chief Commissioner, Mr. D. G. 
McKenzie, pointed out that it had 
taken more than 30 years to estab- 
lish the confidence that. millers 
in the United Kingdom now have 
in the Canadian grading system. It 
is widely acknowledged that thig 

system is the best in use any:

No One Doubts Presence 
Of Evil In Society 


No one doubts the presence of temptation to evil in our 
modern society today. Most of us agree with Paul, who de- 
clared, ‘‘When I would do good, evil is present with me.” 


It is a comfort to know, how- 
ever that Jesus was tempted in 
all points, like as we are, yet he 
was without sin (Heb. 4:15). Our 
reference from Matthew tells of 
some of his temptations. These 
temptations were tests of his 


ideals, his objectives, and _ his 
methods. It js interesting to point 
out that all of these temptations 
were met by Jesus with a quo- 
tation from the Bible. Bible know- 
ledge will help us in our struggle 
with temptation and living in 
keeping with our knowledge of 
God’s word is the only safe plan 
for the Christian. 

Jesus declared that no man can 
serve two masters and two mas- 
ters are striving for the control 
of every man’s soul — Christ 
and the devil. Their power pulls 


in opposite directions and leads - 


to opposite goals, therefore, they 
cannot be served at the same 
time. The life that is consecrated 
to Christ is completely identified 
with him. Therefore, the conse- 
crated Christian who is devoted to 
his church, to his Christ, and to 
the practice of prayer and Bible 
study has a bulwark to strengthen 
him or her against the temptations 
of modern life. 

Probably, one of the strongest 
temptations men and women face 
today is that of whether or not 
to drink alcoholic beverages. So 
many believe the argument that 
he or she cannot be successful in 
business or accepted in society, 
unless he drinks social cocktails or 
serves alcoholic beverages in his 
home. This line of argument is 
carried so often in the atractive 
advertisements displayed in cur- 
rent magazines and newspapers.

Liberal Minister Reports 
On Industrial Revolution 


Canada is experiencing an industrial revolution similar 
in nature to that which took the United States to the top, Hon. 
J. J. McCann, federal minister of mines and technical surveys, 
said in an address last week at a Chamber of Commerce lun- 


cheon in Edmonton. 


“There has been so much de- 
velopment crowded into such a 
short time it is hard to appraise 
it,’’ the minister declared. ‘A little 
while ago there was discourage- 
ment that there were any chances 
for further major oil discoveries 


_in Canada and, frankly, we were 


in a bad position. Western oil con- 
sumption was rising and import- 
restrictions were imposed to con- 
serve dollars,” he continued. 


Major Oil Industry 


“Then came Leduc No. 1. It 
seemed to act as a sort of catalyst 
that brought a series of discover- 
ies into motion,” Dr. McCann 
said. “A major oil industry is 
coming into being in a country 
that was dependent on outside 
sources for almost 90 percent of 


its petroleum requirements.” 

Recent events, he said, are con- 
tributing to a great industrial 
pattern’ in Canada. He cited the 
oil, great iron developments in 
Ontario and Quebec and growth 
of asbestos production in Ontario. 

The largest iron and titanium 
refinery in the world is located in 
Quebec, Dr. McCann said. It is 
capable of refining 500 tons o* 
iron per day and 750 tons of 
titanium. 

Rapid Development 

“A striking feature:’of all the 
developments is the rapidity with 
which they are emerging as major 
segments of our mineral re- 


sources,” Dr. McCann declared. 
“The swift pace of developments 
is in keeping with the colorful

and efficient discovery of our 
mineral wealth.” 

There are 110,000 persons di- 
rectly employed in the mining 
industry and they draw about 
$300,000,000 a year, he said. 
Minerals account for 26 percent 
of Canada’s exports, he added. 

In reply to statements that Can- 
ada’s mineral resources are “un- 
tapped and unlimited,” the min- 
ister said such is not the case. 


Tax Concessions 

Tax concessions to mining con- 
cerns “hinge on the government’s 
desire to aid the development of 
natural resources,” Dr. McCann 
stated. “In giving these conces- 
sions Canada has gone further 
than any other country in the 
world,” he said. 

“But we must think of these 
developments not only in relation 
to domestic needs but also of 
world needs,’ he warned. “The 
fortunes of Canadians are linked 
to those of other lands. 

“T am not moralizing, but fac- 
ing the realities of a changing. 
world,” Dr. McCann continued. 
“We can’t afford to ignore aiding 
development of other countries,”
